REMARKS. 


-In reporting our schools to the public, I have done as well as I 
could under the circumstances. ‘The registers are all returned, but 
badly filled out. Most of the schools have been good, but they might 
have been improved if the citizens would look more to the welfare of 
their children. Some people think that our schools are not of much 
consequence, but it‘is just as important that scholars in this town 
should have all the advantages of schooling, as though they lived in 
larger places. Our children have sometime got to go out into the 
world to earn their own living, and it cannot be denied that a good 
education will be a great help to them. In all of our schools we 
cannot find a blackboard fit for use, and to all the questions put to 
the teachers in their registers about maps, globes, clocks, and other 
things needed in a school room, they have to simply answer, There 
are none. Think of any one doing a piece of work without any tools 
to do it with. I would particularly call your attention to the terribly

mixed condition of our books, and to the article in the warrant that 
will be brought before our voters at town meeting. We have books 
in our schools that have been out of print for years, and some step 
should be taken to remedy this evil. I sincerely hope you will au- 
thorize your next committee to adopt a new series of books through- 
out.
